DEATH OP W. H. PANMISG. 


k« SUuer of 
HI* TtrrlbU kidl.g H.-M? 


From Wednesday's Dili)-. 


Last evening at 0 o'clock the sad intelli- 
eoce reached ibis office that Mr. William 
H. Fanning, a former well-known and 
worthy citizen of Decatur, bad met hi* 
death in the Pacific Railway yard at Ca- 
ondolet, Missouri, one hour previously,. 
bat no reliable particulars of the start- 
ing occurrence could bo obtained until 
o-day. The following appeared in the 
St. Louie Tines of this morning: 
lOrERINTEHDENT PAHNISO HON OVKlt AND 


KILLED. 


William H. Funning, superintendent 


of tbe Kirkwood branch of ibe Pacific 
railroad, was runoverand instantly killed. 
ibout 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon by 
an engine on tbe railroad incline, at the 
oot of Slein street, Carondolct. Fanning. 
was running along tbe track taking the 
number of cars, when bis foot was caught 
Between the main rail and tbe guard rail, • 
near a twitch. 
Bo was bcld fftft, and 


sefore the alurm could be given, was 
silled by the engine. 


Mrs. Fanning, who is the propiietrees 


of a boarding house on East William si., 
tbia city, was notified by telegraph of the 
death of her husband, and this morning 
she departed for Carondolet. The body 
was expected to arrive here Ibis noon, 
but it did not, and no deflnitn arrange- 
ments have as yet been made with refer- 
ence to the time and place of the funeral. 


Mr. Fanning, who was about 43 years- 


of age, had hosts of warm friends in Dccu- 
tur. He came here from Patterson, New 
Jersey, in 1870, and for four years was 
the valueJ yardmaster for the Wnbash 
railway company nt this point on that 
road. He resiguej his position on Sept. 
1st of the present year, and on or about 
Oct. I'Hb entered ibe employ of ibe 
Pacific company ut Carondolet. He was a 
member o' the Decatur Baptist churcb, 
nnd was connected 
with the Y. M. 


C. A. while here. He was also a promi- 
nent worker in the temperance cause, and 
was a member of tbe 
Masonic order.. 


Mr. Funning was a gentleman of excel- 
lent character, and bud years of experi- 
ence in tbe railro.id businesa. 


His death is deeply lamented by at- 


taches of Ibe various railroads centering 
bore, and by scores of our citizens wbo 
enjoyed bis acquaintance.

Rubber Balls 


The process of making hollow rubber 


balls used by children as playthings is 
quite curious, and may be interesting to 
those not familiar with ;it. A Holyoke 
writer thus describee it: 


These balls have a solid surface, 'are 


made by a different process from that of 
making the soft rubber baits which are 
perforated by an opening, aod, of course, 
are much more firm, durable and elastic. 
The sheets of rubber prepared for balls 
are cut into strips of double convex shape. 
The edges of tbe strips are moistened 
with a preparation of rubber and naptba, 
by which they are joined firmly together, 
three of the f trips being ysea for one 
ball. 


This part of the work is done by girls, 


and a skillful girl can earn about $1.50 
per day. When tlie strips are joiutd to 
gether, the ball is very near tbe shape of 
a Brazil nut. 
Btl'ore tbe lat>t opening 


is closf d a small quantity ol carbouate of 
ammonia is put inside, which, when sub- 
jected to strong heat, will make the rub- 
ber expand and fill out the ball mold. 
Tbe opening is then closed with tlie ad- 
hesive mixture, anil it is placed in. an 
iron mold of tlie size and shape of the 
ball desired. The molds are packed into 
frames, in which Ibey are subjected to 
tbe beat of a vu'canizer. 


They are kept in place io the frame 


by iron rods along tue side, am) when 
the frame is ftill kiron plates at the end 
are si.rewed <)o\vu tigbil? upon the molds 
to hold ihem i:i place. These iron plaleu 
are about ihr< e fourths of an inch thick, 
and »o Htrouj. i- Hie expansive force of 
the rubber in tbe mold that they bend 
this thick '.rocj rod iu!o a curve. If one 
of tlie inoldt-hoiilrl work out .of place

His Speech to the Ohio 
Electors. 


CLEVELAND, December 2.—Daring 


the visit of the Ohio Electors at Men- 
tor to-day in response to the address 
of Gen. Grosvenor, ,Garfield addressed 
them as follows : 


I am deeply grateful to you for this 


call and these personal and public con- 
gratulations. If I were to look upon 
the late campaign and its results merely 
in the light of a persona) struggle and 
a personal success, it would probably be 
as gratifying as anything could be in 
the history of politics. 
If my own con- 


duct during the campaign has in any 
way been a help .and strength to our 
cause I am glad. It is not always an 
easy thing to behave well. If under 
the trying circumstance* my behavior 
as a candidate for the Presidency has 
met your approval, I am greatly grati- 
fied. But the larger subjects of your 
congratulations to the country on the 
triumph of the Republican party opens 
a theme to vast for me to enter upon 
now. 
I venture, however, to mention a 


reflection which has occurred to me in 
reference to tho election of yesterday. 
I suppose that no political event has 
happened in all the course of the con- 
test since the early spring, which caused 
so little excitement, and indeed so little 
observation as the Presidential election 
which was held yesterday at midday.

If he has done so I am bound by his 
will and his great inspiration and pur- 
pose, as 1 could he bound by any con- 
sideration that this earth can impose 
upon any human being in that presence. 
Therefore I stated I am awed by the 
majesty and authority of such com- 
maud.

You and I and those who 


have acted with us in years past believe

CIVIL SKBTICE BEI'OKM. 


The Prairie Farmer is not a politi 


cul journal, but it has some good no- 
tions on party subjects, nevertheless.

Root, of Davenport, Iowa, ar- 
rived in tbe city and quietly registered at 
the St. Nicholas hotel. 


Special Agent Sprague uud Marshal

absent for several hours oil professional 
business. On their return they procured

To-day 
Knapp and his wife will be transferred to J 
the custody of the Davenport U. 8. Mar- 
shal, and will be taken to Iowa for trial. 


THE PARTICULA118 OK TUB CASK, 


As related to a REPUBLICAN skirmisher, 
by Special Agent Sprague, and Marshals 
Davis ami Hoot, last cvcninR.arc about as 
follows- 
Until six weeks ago John W. 


Knapp and his wife resided at Oxford, 
Johnson county, Iowa. Knapp was a sort 
of u farmer and hud lived at Oxfoid nigh 
onlo ten years. lie is a son of Mrs. Dor- 
cus Kunpp, a widow of a soldier of the 
war of 1S12. Dorcus Knapp resides at 
Hartland, Huron county, Ohio, and has 
never been in O.\ford, Iow:\. A law was 
passed in 187H granting pensions to wid- 
ows of soldiers of thc wnr of 1812. There- 
upon a grand scheme entered the crani- 
um of.John W. Kuapp, nntl he imme- 
diately proceeded to procure a pcnaion for 
tm mother, representing without reserve 
that she resided with hiui at Oxford, Iowa, 
but all Ihc time the wan living nt Hart- 
laud, Ohio, und us thc investigations 
made by Special Agent Sprayue conclu- 
sively piovo, w«s wholly ignorant of bcr 
unworthy 
son's criminal proceedings. 


Knapp lorgcd his mother's nnmc to all 
ncccssnry papers, and mnde his wife.as- 
sist him in his fraudulent undertaking by 
compelling her to sign fictitious names of 


csfccs who never had an existence, to 


other documents. Time passed, and on 
the representations of Knapp, wuo' was 
assisted by an Oxford lawyer, by the 
nume ol Theophilus Heoning, Dorcns 
Knapp WHS cranlcd » pension, amounting 
to $100 a cjunrter. 
The drafts were 


drawn in favor of Dorcas Knapp, and 
sent to Oxford. John Knapp received 
the envelopes coutaiuingllhe drafts.wbich 
he endorsed, cucb time being guilty of 
forpery, and then presented Ibcm at the 
National Bank at Iowa City, and thus re- 
ceived $588, thc amount of three pay- 
mcnta. John Koupp might have contin- 
ued to defraud bis mother and rob tbe 
government for a considerable number of 
years, hud it not been for the fact that 
about a month ago the legal beneficiary 
of the pension, Dorcas Knapp, sent in her 
application from her abiding place at 
Uartland, Ohio, asking to receive thc ben. 
erilaoflhe act of 1878. Special Anont 
Sprague says thc receipt of that applica- 
tion was a big surprise parly to the gov- 
ernment pension agent at Washington, 
and Mr. Sprague was immediately com- 
missioned to investigate tbe fraud. He 
first visited llartland, Ohio, and found 
Dorcas Knapp residing there, and still 
wholly innocent'tot what ber son had 
done. Next he went to Oxford, Iowa, 
but found that John W. Koapp and 
bis wife had left that towp about six 
weeks ago. After spending several wcekt 
in endeavoring to learn the whereabouts 
of Ibc parlies wonted, and collecting aK 
ibc fads obtainable there with reference 
to Ihe criminal transaction, Mr. Sprague 
finally got on tne trail of Ihc forgcra, aod 
learned that Knapp and his wife were re 
siding near Dccalur, III., and bod been 
in ibis vicinity for nearly iwo monlbH. 
Procuring the necessary papers for tbelr 
arresl, and accompanied by the officers 
above named be put in an appearance 
here yesterday, and "bagged bis game" 
in tbe manner as above elated. 


When arrested Kuapp manifested no 


particular alarm, but on tbe other band 
seeing that the officers bud him "dead Io 
rights," he confessed lhat be was guilty 
of the forgery' as charged In the warrant, 
tic made a confession which was taken 
down in full by Mr. Sprague, in which 
Knapp charges thai most of the forgery 
was committed by Lawyer Benniog, to 
whom be paid considerable casb for cer- 
vices rendered. 


The wife.lt appears from facls^alhcrcd 


by Mr. Sprague, was strongly opposed m 
bcr Lusoand's proceedings, and signed 
the editions names of witnesses under 
protest. Her husband threatened to kill 
bcr if she refused to do bis bidding. 


Thc Knapps were here on a visit to Mr. 
Eicbollz and family. 


Tbe penalty for the crime of which 


John W. Koapp is undoubtedly guilty. i» 
not less than 10 years io the penitentiary 
and a heavy fine. 'He is a poor man and 
being advanced in years, he will doubt- 
Itss pass the remainder of bis days 111 
prison.
